GIVES BLOW 
ONE MAN RULE 


Welcome.

Marion, O., July 5.—[{Special.J— 
Warten G. Harding is back home. He 
completed the last leg of his 500-mile 
automobile trip from Washington to- 
day and immediately launched his front 
porch campaign for the presidency by 
telling thousands of his old neighbors, 
who gathered in the front yard to greet 
him, that hé was going to oust super- 
man government and “ get the country 
back to normal.” 

Senator Harding's welcome was as 
warmhearted and enthusiastic as Mar- 
ion's 30,000 inhabitants, reénforced by 
20,000 visitors, could make it. Com- 
bined with a big Fourth of July cele- 
bration, the homecoming festivities 
constituted the biggest. affair ever 
staged in ‘these parts." If there are 
any Democrats in and about Marion 
they disguised their political feelings 
carefully and joined in welcoming the 
favorité son. 

Arrival of Senator: — 

Senator Harding’s automobile, . grey 
with the dust of its §00-mile journey, 
drew up in front of the Harding resi- 
dence on Mount Vernon avenue at 1:30 
p. m., after a speedy and uneventful 
trip from Zanesville, O. As the sena- 
tor and Mrs. Harding! atepped out of 
the machine they were greeted with 
cheers and hand clapping of several 
hundred of their old friends who were 
on hand to extend greetings despite 
the Hardings’ efforts to keep secret 
the hour of arrival.

Lawrence river, the most important waterway 
project now before the country, it is of immediate 
value, as the time for recommendations on the 
subject by the international commission ap- 
proaches. 
It is a national expression of opinion which can- 
not be ignored. Whatever the leanings of indi- 
* vidual congressmen or the attitude of certain sec- 
') tions of the country on this project may be, they 
will feel the influence of such a national expres- 

~ gion. Opposition to the project in New York, which 
has been noisy, but we believe not representative, 
can hardly stand against a sentiment which indi- 
cates that the improvement is one for national, not 
local, benefit. 

With public opinion thus formed, the chief task 
of active supporters of the St. Lawrence seaway is 
now to overcome the opposition of individuals 
whose selfish interests or ignorance will lead them 
to exert personal influence against the improve- 
ment. To a great extent this can be overeeme, as 
national indifference has been overcome, by educa- 
cation. 

Some lake and St. Lawrence river seamen, for in- 
stance, are opposed to the project because their 
mavigation of the river has made them acquainted 
with treacherous currents between the present 
eanals and locks, in which they believe large ocean 
@ieamers would be helpless. They probably do not 
dmow the plan of improvement. They think it is 
Merely to enlatge the present canal and lock sys- 
@m, dredging the river channel, perhaps, but leav- 
ing the current still dangerous. 

On the contrary, the scheme which has the best 
engineering support is to throw dams across the 
river at strategic points, backing up the water, 
eliminating :he treacherous currents, and allowing 
much shorter\canal systems than those now in us? 
to pass the present rapids. Knowled&e of the de- 
tails of the plan should eliminate opposition of 
navigators. Knowledge of economic features will 
also eliminate opposition by other individuals. 

Eventually the lakes will be an inland sea, with 
ouay access to the ports of the world. 
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ACQUAINTING EUROPE WITH 


AMERICA. 

The cabled announcement from Paris of the third 
birthday of the European edition of THe CHICAGO 
TripuNe concludes with the sentence: “It is, as 
it ever has been, ‘The Only New:__per in Europe 
Edited by Americans.’ 

That sentence is a source of pride and justifica- 
tion for the European edition of THe TRiIsuUNE far 
beyond the commercial success of the newspaper. 

It reflects American 
character, ideals, and purposes, unbiased by in- 
ternal quarrels and divergent views of various 
European interests. Gradually but surely, there- 
tore, it is making Europe acquainted with Amer!- 
can character and American habits of thought. 

Count von Bernstorff’s recent book has revealed 
the utter inability of the German ambassador to 
make his government or the German people under- 
stand American character and thought in the' 
days prior to our entry into the war. That was 
itis chief task and he failed in it. If he had suc- 
ceeded it is probable that Germany never would 
have forced the United States into the war. His 
failure cost the lives of some 200,000 Aaeericans. | 
That failure, we believe, was due to a great exten 
to the fact that the German mind had never been 
prepared to understand the American mind. 

It is in this task of making the minds of Euro- 

‘pean statesmen and laymen understand our Amer- 
ican point of view and expression that the Eur2- 
pean edition of THe TRIBUNE finds its greatest 
field.

FROM FABLE TO FOLLY. 


Dr. Burris A. Jenkins of Kansas City, who nomi- 
nated McAdoo, said later, when the delegates had 
tied themselves into a knot, that the McAdoo peo- 
ple had no thought of weakening. “ You remem- 
ber the words of the American officer at Chateau 
Thierry when told to withdraw, ‘Hell, we've only 
just got here.’” 

Probably half the favorite military incidents and 
expressions of the American people reveal why they 
are never prepared for any war they undertake | 
and why they always fight such costly wars and 
have so many dead. 

The imagination and fancy of the American peo- | 


follies for military effectiveness, and their assump- 
tion that they do not need to be taught how to 
fight springs naturally out of these follies. 

It will be quite easy to pass this fable of the 
American officer at Chateau Thierry into Ameri- 
can tradition and probably get it into the school 
histories. It will represent the native grit which 
needs no instruction in the science of fighting, 
which does not need much equipment and no com- 
mand. It is a grit which sees the enemy and licks 
him. 

The implication of the fable is that the American 
officer stuck at Chateau Thierry, holding in spite of 
the command to retire, and by sticking won the 
war. We demoralize ourselves by such vere 
of military obligations. 

An officer who refuses to retire when he is or- 


French general in the retreat which was to prevent 
the destruction of the French army and which led 
to the victory at the Marne refused to retire and 
he nearly ruined France in the first month of 
fighting. 

Americans who find a sentimental! gratification 
in the ride of Sheridan to stop a rout of a federal 
force and do not see that the federals were routed 
—the only real disgrace which can come to trained 
troops in action—will naturally think that diso- 
bedience of orders, when the orders are to retire, in- 
dicates national military efficiency. 

Thus thinking, they naturally will agree with 
Mr. Bryan that it is a blessing the nation does not 
prepare itself to avoid war or to be able to fight 
it, and they will agree with him that if the nation 
is forced into war millions of armed men will spring 
from the soil, each soldier with a marshal’s baton 
in his hand and with an airplane and a heavy can- 
non in hig kit. 

One fable will sweep a year’s experience out of 
our consciousness, and, decorating the graves of 
the dead already, will dig the graves of the next 
to die. 


¥ WORKLESS, HEATLESS, 
LIGHTLESS DAYS. 


Coal operators and dealers are steadily repeat- 
ing the warning that unless there is immediate 
relief from the car shortage at the mines, workless, 
heatless, lightless days will be so common next wir.- 
ter that the similar experiences of war days will be 
completely overshadowed. One of the largest oper- 
ators of the country is cited as authority for the 
statement that twenty mining properties in Illinois 
which normally produce 50,000 tons a“day have for 
months averaged only about one-fourth that out- 
put. | | 

Lack of cars is cited as the sole reason. Cars 
which cost $800 each before the war are now 
$3,300 each. Even at this price their production 
cannot fill the demand. At this period, when pro- 
duction and transportation should be at their best, 
and reserves should be piling up for the winter, 
the oytput of eoal is barely equal to the current 
demand. The warning of serious difficulties next 
winter therefore seems well founded. But the 
shortage of coal cars cannot be attributed sole.y to 
depreciation of rolling stock or to high cost of 
replacements. Automobile manufacturers are 
driving many new cars to market, but at the same 
time they are using open top cars extensively for 
long distance shipments. In this, it would seem, 
they are showing singular lack of foresight. These 
cars should be hauling coal, not automobiles. If 
they do not haul coal now instead of automobiles 
it seems certain that there will be no coal available 
for the manufacture of automobiles later. 

Manufacturers would do well to study this situa. 
tion and agree on methods whereby all the avail- 
able coal cars should be used exclusively for trans- 
portation of coal. Neither the mines nor the rail- 
roads seem to be able to solve the difficulty alone. 
Unless every interest involved codperates it ap- 
pears that the problem will go unsolved and the 
heatless, workless, lightless days will develop from 
a warning to a reality.

| LAKE TO OCEAN WATERWAY.

The states of the northwest have a@ apparently 
sound basis for their call fay the improvement of 
jlake-to-ocean channels, so that sea traffic may start 
from the ports of the great lakes. The inability of 
the railroads to handle the outgoing grain and live 
stock brings the producers to the point of slowing 
down their plans. If they cannot ship live stock when 
it is ready it costs more to produce it. It has to go 
when it is “ripe” for market pr lose money every 
day it is held back. Hence delays which tie up ship- 
ments a month or six weeks, which have been com- 
mon this season, not only add to the cost of food 
raising but they tie up money needed in forwarding 
plans for the succeeding crop. 

This angle of the situation brings the interest of 
the general public into the game. The northwest 
needs an open outlet to the sea without having to 
wait on eastern railroad congestion. Under such cir- 
cumstances the export grain can be marketed direct 
from the field, with less cost for rehandling. That 
seems to make out a valid case. The railroad block- 
ade makes it necessary to find other means of get- 
ting to market.

An averaged sized man lost 80-84 calor- 
fes in one minute in a bath at 41, 56 cal- 
ories tn one at 54, 39 calories in one at 
65, 24 calories in one at 75, and 12 cal- 
ories in one at 86. The temperature of 
the skin dropped sharply. 

After a short while the temperature 
of the body becomes stationary, but the 
loss of heat is further increased by 18 
calories in the 41 degree bath, 12 cal 
ories in the 54, 7 calories in the 65, 4 val- 
ories in the 75, and 2 calories in the 86. 

This experiment proves that a cold 
bath abstracts a ¥Yreat deal of heat, 
which must be made up in some way. A 
naked pigling immersed in cold water 
} loses heat four times as rapidly as does 
furry animal. 

The rectal temperature of @ man in a 
bath at 44 degrees was carefully 
At the time of plunging in the recta! 
temperature was 98.6, five minutes after 
the bath it was 98.2, ten minutes after, 
96.8; 20 minutes after, 96.4: 26 minutes 
after, 95.9; 30 minutes after, 95.9; 40 
minutes after, 96.4; 
97.7; 100 minutes after, 98 3-5, and 120 
minutes after, 99.1. 


This shows that a cold bath reduces 
the temperature, that 25 to 30 minutes 
after the bath it is 2.7 degrees below nor- 
mal and that the normal level is not 
reached until one hour and forty minutes 
after bathing. 
I can understand why my fat friend, 
uncomfortably hot in hot weather, feels 
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70 minutes after, 
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that cannot sleep until: he « ehills 
himself out” by a cold bath. 

Here is an interesting ‘explanation 
made by Bass and Dubois of what hap- 
pens and how a man feels when having 
a malarial chill.« There is an enormous 
increase in the manufacture of heat, but 
the shock sends the blood inward and 
makes the skin cold, The feeling of 
chilliness is due to the great difference 
between the heat of the internal organs 
and that of the skin. 

Whenever this difference exceeds a cer- 
tain number of degrees-the shivering ap- 
paratus is set in motion. The teeth chat- 
ter and the muscles jerk. This burns up 
a lot of muscle sugar (glycogen), makes 
a lot of heat near the skin and warms 
up that structure. As the skin warms 
blood flows back to it. The shivering 
stops and the fever stage is on. The 
elimination of heat equals its produc- 
tion. The subject feels hot. He has 
fever. Now sweating comes on, elimina- 
tion exceeds production, the temperature 
falls to normal.

The war department will uring back the 
bodies of the soldiers from overseas and also 
bears the expense of interment, which is in- 
terpreted to mean the opening and closing 
of the grave, in one of the eighty-two na- 
tional cemeteries. If interment in private 
cemeteries is desired the funeral expenses 
must be paid by relatives or friends, who may 
then be reimbursed by thg war risk insur- 
ahce bureau up to the amount of $100. Ap- 
plication for reimbursement must be made 
to the chief medical adviser of the war risk 
insurance bureau, accompanied by the re- 
ecipted bills. Funeral expenses usually ex- 
ceed $100, but the payment by the war risk 
bureau te the claimant cannot exceed this 
amount.

weather in shipments of hogs is great- |

The trouble often begins when the | 


hogs are being prepared for market. | 


They are given concentrated feeds, and | 
often confined to a small pen. If hogs, 
are fed on a balanced ration and al-| 
lowed to run in a large feed lot, where | 
they are forced to take exercise every | 
day by having their water supply some | 
distanee from where they are fed, they | 
will Stand shipment in hot weathér 
much better than if they are penned 
up in a small lot and fed corn alone. 

There is always great danger in hand- 
ling fat hogs at this season, Théy 
should be hauled to the loading station, 
a-few hours before they are driven into 
the cars, giving them time to cool off. 

Another miistake is to drive fat hogs 
to the loca] station; even if the distance 
-is short. 

In most cases the best. hogs in the 
lot suffer the most, and in extreme hot 
weather, particularly at the beginning 
of -the dry part of the summer, it is, 
quite easy to overheat hogs even if 
they are hauled in wagons.
